Doctrines. 
Rev. George C. Miln, the recently deposed 
pastor of Unity Church, Chicago, registered 
at the Southern Hotel this morning,accompan- 


ied by his agent, Mr. J. Davis. Immediately 
upon his arrival Mr. Miln took a earriage 
drive about the city, remaining away 
fom thre hotel) until nearly noon. 
Upon his return, a reporter of tue Post- 
DISPATCH found the minister in the rotunda, 
quietly contemplating the surroundings. The 
reporter inquired: 

At is alleged that you are a Unitarian her- 
etic. Please tell me what constituted the 
heresy ?’’ 

„Well.“ he replied, with a laugh, it is I 
who olaim to be orthodox, and my church can 
take the otber appellation.’’ 

But what line of doctrine caused a separa- 
tion between your church and gourself.’’ 

„ declared that it was illogical and un 
scriptural to attribute a perscmetity to the 
Deity.

overlooked, The nature of thie most vital 
subject can be best explained by relating the 
followingexperientes:  - 

Bishop E. O. Haven, known to the eptire 
land, was unaccountably awakened one night 
out of a sound sleep, and lay awake until 
morning.

As 1 ran out 
with my youngest child, I distinctly smelt coal 
oll. The awning and front steps were covered 
with it. My husband made several trips 
into the house, and the last time 
ne came out he wasearrying some valuables.

I ex- 
pected to be instantly killed and kept my eyes 
ti xed in terror on the shed, where the smoke 
and flash came from.’’ 

Did you see the murderer at all?“ 

Oh, ves, said the woman with a shudder, 
‘‘The moontight was shinging so brightly that 
I could notice everything. When the last shot 
was fired I noticed a man moving closer to 
the shed into the shadow of the moonlight. 
Soon after the same manwitha gun in his 
hands ran across an open space and disap- 
‘pearea in the woods. I thought of 
shouting to attract attention to 
the man, but the same moment I became dizzy 
ani felltothe ground. When I came to, the 
fire had nearly gone out, having burned my 
house almost down. I found my children and 
the neighbors about me, but did not know that 
my husband was dead. I saw him lying on 
the road, cold and almost stiff, with the biood 
still running from the wound in his breast. 
Some men around carried him into a neigh- 
bor’s house. I anc my children followed him. 
I did not realize until afterwards what a terri- 
ble crime had been committed.’’ 

THE HOUSE AND CONTENTS 
were entirely destroyed. As soon as Mrs. 
Yeaver recovered consciousness the neighbors 
bevan to question to her, but her nerves were 
so unstrung and her excitement so great that 
she could give no intelligent answer. 

She could not accurately describe the man 
with the gun, who ran across the moonlit space 
from tne shed to tae woods, and would scarce- 
ly be able to recognize him again. The whole 
neighborhood was at once aroused, and pur- 
suing parties started off in various directions. 
but they returned one by one, without getting 
the slightest trace of the murderer. 

An examination of the house showed that it 
had been thoroughly saturated with coal oil 
and then set on fire. The object was 
to bring Yeager out into the 
road and then kill him, as was done. 
The greatest excitement prevails, and there 
are various theories, but suspicion still points 
strongly tothe man, John Thistle, mentioned 
vesterday. He partially purchased some stock 
from Mr. Yeager about a year ago, and after- 
wars ran away with the animals without 
paying for them.

Tuere has been noinstitution since the days 
of slavery so caiculated to ruin the moral life 
of oar country as the practice of polygamy. It 
i¢ with the greatest concern that we learn of 
its ruinous practices in Utah as its center, its 
teachings ia the surrounding Territories and 
in many of the States of the Union. There is 
no doubt but its ruinousinflaenceis feit far 
and wide beyond the limit of its practical 
church work, and that often the morals of 8o- 
ciety are corrupted by its evil practices where 
its doctrines are not taught. We are confident 
that the whole spirit and teachings of polygamy 
are contrary tothe principles of our govern- 
ment and the Constitution of the United 
States. Werejoicein the passage ot what is 
known as the Edmunds bill, which is now 
alaw, but looking at the failure of various 
other laws in the past we fear for its enforce- 
ment unless backed by a deep moral sentiment 
ofthe people. We most respectfully yet earn- 
estly pray the President of the United States 
to use every means at his command, both civil 
and military, if necessary, for the enforcement 
of all laws against polygamy. Ve recommend 
the appointment of a committee of three, 
namely A. H. Tevis, O. T. Felton and 
H. E. Jackson, to act with similar committees 
of gther conferences in the suppression of this 


great evil.

HAGERTY’S LUCK. 


A Crock of Money Found in the Chicken 
Merchant’s Cellar.

How the Knapps Gambled—The Rosa de 
Bennetti Affair—Tales From the 
Court Records. 


The legal history of St. Louis presents some 
few cases of interest. For the most part, how- 
ever, that history is about as delectable as an 
alkali plain, and about as sensational as a 
Republican editorial. While the great mass 
of records in the Circuit and Criminal 
Courts have lost all power in these days to 
point a moral or adorn a tale, afew cases stil 
stick in the memory of St. Louisans like the 
nursery tales of childhood. A number of 
episodes of enduring interest have been 
brought to public notice since Territorial times 


through the prosaic channel of the law. 
THE CARSTANG-SHAW CASE. 

One of the best known and most interesting 
of early litigations was the Carstang-Shaw 
case, in which Effie Carstang, maid, brought 
suit for breach of promise against Henry 
Shaw, bachelor. In the words of W. A. 
Alexander, lawyer, ‘‘Effie 
Strikingly beautiful, but she was, 
shrewd. In form she was round and plump, 
like the cup-bearer of the gods, and she mov- 
ed with a poetry of motion that intoxicated 
while it enslaved.’’ It was in conversation, 
however, that the lovely Effie shone brightest. 
Well educated, brilliant, witty, with an eye 
that invited and yet refused familiarity, she 
wasa dangerous companion for Mr. Henry 
Shaw, who was then in the heyday & his 
youth. The two first met in an auction 
store where the gentle Effie, at his request, 
played ona piano. Soenamored did he become 
of ber — that he invited her to visit him 
at his home. This Effie did. She became a 
frequent visitor at Mr. Shaw’s Tower Grove 
residence and at his down-town home. Sud- 
denly the good people of St. Louis 
were startled by the announcementof a breach 
of promise suit, with damages laid et $20,000. 
Later the petition was amended, fixing dam- 
ages at $100,000. Holmes, a fallen minister, 
whose boots had on one occasion been found 
in a lady’s boudoir, together with Messrs. 
Shreve and Wright, prosecuted Effie’s claim in 
the courts. Holmes was a character. The fol- 
lowing line in the Sunday Morning Herald is 
still current concerning him: 

„Many a maid and widow mourned the loss 
of their beloved Holmes.“ 

Effie was successful, being awarded $100,000 
by the court for having her feelings trifled 
with. A new trial was granted onthe ground 
of excessive damages and certain evidence 
which was brought before the jury surrepti- 
tiousiy. Judge Cady then appeared on the 
scene to get in his work. He went to Cincin- 
nati, New York and Charleston looking iuto 
Effie’s record, and came back with three 
champagne baskets full of depositions cover- 
ing every momentof her life. He even, itis 
said, traced her genealogy back to the time of 
the crusades, where he confessed his knowl- 
edge of the plaintiff began to be uncertain. 
During this tour for evidence Effie was always 
on hand to confront witnesses, but it was no 
use. They would tell the truth when forced 
to. In New York a man sprang out of a three- 
story window and broke both his legs rather 
than testity, and another ran away to Cape Cod. 
Effie fougnt manfully, but the web slowly en- 
meshed her, and in 1860 the suit came to final 
trial and her character was shown to be 80 no- 
torious that she was nonsuited. 


Since that time her career has been 
devious. Marrying x Rosier, of 
Louisiana, she inherited some in- 


surance money on his death and fitted up 
„furnished rooms for gentlemen’’ where 
Madame Seville now holds forth. It was a gor- 
geous place, so say old-timers. Marrying a Pol- 
ish nobleman and gambler, she inherited $16,100 
insurance woney on his death, and fitted up 
rooms on Fifth street near the Olympic. There 
she fell in wit Public Admin- 
istor Gambs, who proffiptly defaultea in the 
amount of $70,000 and fled with Effie to Cali- 
Mr. Henry 
Shaw, as everybody knows, still lives in St. 
Louis, a respected and deservedly honored 
citizen. 
THE ROSA DE BENNETII AFFAIR. 

The Rosa de Bennetti aftair was the sensation 
of St. Louis fora longtime about 1856. Mrs. 
Bennett, the wife of a wholesale grocer, was 
plump, petite, dashy; Mr. Pfau was a German 
reporter, tall, flaxen-haired and beefy; and 
Mr. P. G. Ferguson, now President of the 
St. Louis Press Club, was a ‘‘gay, gallant and 
gifted Lothario’’ and a poet. Moreover, he 
published a spicy paper, called the Sunday 
Morning Herald. Ina fit ot poetic frenzy he 
wrote a parody on Byron’s Don Juan, making 
Mrs. Bennet masquerade as Rosa de Bennetti 
in the @haracter of Haidee, while Pfau took the 


role of Don Juan. It was a brilliant 
idea bri) liantly executed, but Mr. 
Bennett:didn’t seem to take kindly 


to it. He entered Ferguson’sroom one morn- 
ing, and, regardless of the genius of the man, 
pulled him out of bed and attempted to cow- 
hide him. Mrs.Bennett,finally died from using 
too much arsenic for her complexion. She 
was a Dubois and the niece of the wife of Win- 
field Scott Hancock. 
THE FORE-BEECH EPISODE. 

The most dramatic case in the annals of St. 
Louis is that in which John H. Fore shot Mun- 
son Beech while sitting on his 
dsorsteps, between Mrs. Rapp and Colonel 
Musser. This occurred in 1871. Fore was de- 
scended from an aristocratic family of Ken- 
tucky and Virginia. His name was originally 
Foree.

THE THORNTON MURDER. 

The Thornton-Charless case created a great 
deal of excitement in its time. Thornton had 
been teller in the old Boatmen’s Bank, 
which Charless held a controlling influence. 
Money was missing, and it was laid to the 
charge of Joseph Thornton though the allega- 
tion was never established. After that Jos. 
Obarless hounded Thornotn to > desperation. 
Wherever be went Charless, took good care 
to prevent his securing employment. Being 
defeated in Memphis by the intrigues of Cbar- 
less, Thornton returned, aud meeting Chariess 
shot him dead on Market street. hile the 
after-verdict has been that it Was 
as justifiable as any murder could be, 
feeling ran bigh foratime. People were then 
more disposed to take the law into their own 
hands. Gathering to the number of thousands, 
they assaulted the jail, but were held in check 
by four companies of troops. The brother-in- 
law of the murdered man madea speech to 
the mob begging them to desist, which they 
finally did. The case was rushed through 
court inno time, and before the grass ha 
fairly grown on Chariess’ grave Thornton was 
sentenced. Judge Clover wept when he deliv- 
ered the sentence of the court, and, upon be- 
ing interrogated, afterward said, Why, 
used to drink with Joe. Poot Joe Thornton 
was hung while the mob jeered without. 
Mr. Charless was a son of the founder of Old 
1808, and a wealthy and influential citizen 

THE MONTESQUIEU-BAKNUM TRAGEDY. — 

In the fall of i849 occurred the Montesquien- 
Barnum tragedy. Theron Barnum was then 
proprietor of the City Hotel, which was the 
headquarters of army Officers and foreign 
tourists. On the Sunday before the 
tragedy two noblemen from France 
named Raymona and Louis Montesquieu ar- 
rived at this hotel. They were accompanied 
by a pack of dogs and were accoutred for 
hunting. Becoming incensed because their 
rooms were changed on account of their hav- 
ing a number of dogs with them, they 
gave vent to their indignation in 
elegant and copious French. In the 
evening at supper they were further incensed, 
and when Tneron C. Barnum was retiring that 
night he saw a man approaching his window 
with a gun. lie called „look out,“ and was 
instanly shot, while his cempaniou was 
wounded. Oapt. Brockman, Mr. Hubbell and 
Isaac Jones, hearing the report, rushed to 
the scene, whereupon Jones was shot and in- 
stantly killed and Hubbell and Brockman 
wounded by the other Montesquieu. A crowd 
of people then rushed in, ard Louis Montes- 
quieu was taken from the top ot the house. 
The cry, ‘‘Hang them!“ rang out, but the po- 
lice sueceeded in getting them to jail. On the 
next night, bowever, Robt. O’Biennis headed 
a band of citizens against the jail, but the birds 
had been removed to the arsenal. They were 
tried betore Judge Cole, their plea being in- 
sanity. The result of the first trial was a hung 
jury. Finally. Gov. King, at the request 
ofthe French Government, ordered their 
release, and they were sent to France. 
Since thenRaymond has died in an insane asy- 
lum. The whole community was ou that ac- 
casion more protoundly excited than it has 
ever been since. 5

Failure of the Loker Establishment 
in 1878. 


Only 8 Per Cent Paid the Unfor- 
tunate Creditors. 


How it Took $16,000 to Pay the Credi- 
tors $16,000—Specimen of As- 
signeeship and Bank 
Management, 


The Loker bank was an institution located 
on Second and Pine streets, doing a snug little 
business and enjoying more confidence among 
business men than it deserved. It went to 
the wall in September, 1878. George H. 
and William N. Loker represented 
the concern, and with it was connected 
the tobacco house of G. H. Loker & Bro. The 
Lokers executed an assignment for the benefit 
of their individual and partnership creditors. 
On the 9th of October George H. Loker. 
fled a supplemental deed convey- 


ing the real estate which was 
accidentally omitted. Mrs. Geo. H. Loker, on 


| the 12th of October, relinquished her dower in 


the real estate conyeyed by her husband. After 
the shock of suspension came the usual assur- 
ances from the suspenders that everyching 
would work out satisfactorily and everybody 
would get dollar for dollar. 

Some of the depositors were a little skepti- 
eal, but they were met by the following state- 
ment of assets as a pacificator: .

Included in the real estate account was a 
second deed of trust on the Haseltine mansion, 
Pina street, subject to a first deed for $16,000. 
Assignee Marshall filed a bond for $75,000 with 
Shepard Barclay, his law partner, as security, 
and, as furgher surety, A. W. Duryee and J. 
A. Robertson. 

The creditors at the outset were not disposed 
to let the assignment sleep. Geo. T. Huise, 
an individual creditor ot Geo. H. Loker, 
moved in the Circuit Court for prior payment 
of creditors to whom Geo. H. 
Loker was individually indebted, or, 
in other words, a preference of those 
creditors. The court refused the application 
and the creditors took an appeal to the Court 
of Appeais, where the judgmentof the 
court was rmed. They had then nothing to 
do but to submit gracetully to the inevita- 
ble and participate in che divi- 
dend e:umbs from the assignee’s table. 
In the space ofthree years avd a half the 
assignee has succeeded in paying a dividend 
of three per cent, which amounted to $6,569 06, 
anda second dividend of four per cent, which 
consumed 39,187 94. 

According to the reports of expenditure, the 
process of liquidation has involved payment 
of taxes, clerk hire, office rent, litigation, 
ete., amounting to $16,078 93. The last report 
was filed March 3, showing receipts $15,814 08, 
out of which the second dividend was paid. 
The mining ventures of the Lokers contrib- 
uted not à little to the disaster in 1878. One 
investmentin particular, their East Carrabo 
Mine, Wyoming, was purchased for $6,000 by 
a syndicate composed of G. H. Loker 
and brother, A. W. Duryee, Louis Poire and 
W. H. Stone. The expenses of running it 
were $5,779 17 and it yielded nothing. In his 
periodical reports the asvignee assures the 
court that some day he expects to realize 
onthe real estate, including the Poplar street 
property, andithat is the only direction to 
which the unfertanate creditors can look for 
any further payment. The outlook at best is a 
very sorry one.

The company, under Liguest, a Frenchman, 
started from New Orleans. Their first stop was 


at Ste. Genevieve, but there no accom- 
modation presented itself, und the 
trip was continued up the river. 


Liguest went as far as the mouth of the Mis- 
souri, but, no suitable location presenting it- 
self, he came back to the place where St. 
Louis now stands. The company disembarked 
on the 15th of Februury, 1764, and began clear- 
ing land and building cabins. Liguest re- 
mained but a short time atthe post, leaving 
matters under the charge of Auguste Chouteau, 
Liguest's settlement was built on the 300 teet 
square now inclosed between Market and 
alnut, Main and Second streets. His resi- 
dence was located where Barnum’s Hotel now 
stands, and was built in 1764. In 1780, thec 
limits were Cherry street on the north, Fourt 
street on the west and Sycamore and Hazel on 
the east. The city was incorporated on 
November 9, 1809. The first addition was made 
in 1822, by Chouteau and: Lucas, 
and was pounded by Fourth, Lo- 
cust, Seventh and Cedar streets. 
In 1340 the place was only a village. There 
Wa- nothing west of Fourth street but a few 
straggling houses. The principal business was 
doneon Main and Market streets. Second. 
street was of no importance. Market street, 
from the Levee to Fourth, was the retail street 
and the fashionable promanade, where the la - 
dies did all their shopping. Concert Hall, the 
fashionable piace of amusement, was on this 
street, and was the only place of amusement 
except Ludlow & Smith’s Theater, which was 
built on the site ot the present Post-office. 
The population in 1840 was 1,080 people, and 
there were 180 houses, mostiy built of logs. 
Third street was known as the street of barns, 
from the appearance of the houses along its 
line. Laclede had built his residence on the 
present Barnum’s Hotel block. In 1779 the 
eatire block was sold to Auguste Ohouteau for 
$3,000. He built there the Ohouteau mansion, 
which was for many vears considered the 
grand palace of the town. The first 
General’ Assembly was held September, 
1820, at the old Missouri Hotel, 
Main and Morgan streets, Silas Bent being 
president pro tem. The first railroad, the 
Missouii Pacific, was begun in 1853. In this 
year the combined value of the taxable prop- 
erty ot St. Louis was assessed at only $2,000,000, 
and the whole tax forthe vear amounted to 
$2,745 84. The Piunters’ House was not com- 
menced until 1857, and the Mercantile Library 
building was not planned until 1851. In that 


year the lot on which the ſibrary 
now stands was purchased for $25,500, 
and the building itself cost $70,000. 


Property in the surrounding locality is now 
worth, proportionately,ten times that amount, 
and in the vicinity of Fifth and Olive streets 
the proportion is even larger. Thegrowth in 
fifty years has been very remarkable, es peciai- 
ly as compared with the progress made from 
the time of the settlement up to the year 1850.

The Legislature seems to 
keep itin existence as an argument to rebut 
the taunt that nothing has been done or is 
being done to lead immigrants toward Mis- 
souri. The gift of the Hand books looked 
like a lavish display of generosity, but 
it will be seen that, for all 
intents and urposes, they are about as 
useful as a spoiled set of Congressional docu- 
ments. 

NONE OF THEM 

are in any language but English, which adds 
to the uselessness ot the wift. The Missouri 
Immigration Society has printed its copies for 
European distribution in German, and cir- 
culates the volumes with its own means. 
The State Board can do nothing. 
The latter is a bad case of figurehead, a vic- 
tim ot the bunghole and spigot policy of the 
law givers, who are very lavish of money for 
less worthy purposes. Itis not much wonder, 
when other States advertise largely, and 
when Missouri, until lately, has been entirely 
neglected, thatthe growth of the State runs 
away behind others which are not half as much 
favorea with natural advantages. 

It is very difficult to see why it takes a salary 
and rent roll of $2,190 per year to handle and 
manage $100. The board makes a report tothe 
Legisiature only once in two years, never col- 
lects statistics, and, in fact, does not do much 
because it has not the money to doit with. 

The two other institutions mentioned deal on- 
lyin the immigrants after they have arrived 
here, and make no pretensions to soliciytm. 
migrants from abroad. 

THE GERMAN IMMIGRANT AID SOCIETY, 
as the name implies, devotes its 
energies to the German incomers. 
It is composed of 250 of the wealthiest and best 
known citizens, and does a good work. Vm. 
Vogel, the secretary and agent, in addition to 
his office duties, attends at the Union Depot 
every day, sees to the comfort of immigrants, 
arranges about their transportation and 
baggage and provides for. the wants 
of those who are actually in need.

below and saved in a coarse bag! It is a sick- 
ening case of railway murder, and yet the 
company, under the New York State law, can- 
not be mulcted in more than $5,000. If you 
lose a toe you may recover $25,000 from a vin- 
dietively inclined jury, and verdicts of this 
magnitude are sometimes given; but if you 
die from the outrageous negiect or criminality 
of any railroad corporation, all that your 
widow and orphans can recover is $5,000. 
But our railroads are above the 
law; indeed, they practically are the law- 


making power. Why does the Legisiature 
not create a law compelling the elevated rail- 
rouds to put up iron railings along the edge of 
the station platforms, which should be rigor- 
ously ectosed before the trains begin to move 
on? Simply because the elevated railroads 
would regara these safeguards as too expen- 
sive, and would find it cheaper to throttie any 
bi in this direction by a jadicious expendi- 
ture of money.

And 
never have I been abie to find out who paid 
it; but,“ turning to Judge Conrad, of New 
Orleans, he said: Judge, I always supposed 
vou had something to do with that matter.“

Clay then said: In view of my many 
opponents, I am as thankful for the 
secrecy as the money; but, when I am free 
from public life, lam going to insist upon.

Tragedy of Longfellow’s Life. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

Before leaving Europe in 1839 he had met, 
in much the manner described in Hyperion,“ 
the lady who was destined to be his second 
wife, then Miss Fanny Appleton, daughter uf 
the late Nathan Appleton, of Boston. Those 
of us who can recall the second Mrs. Long- 
fellow will never forget ber distineuished and 
noble presence, or the rare beauty of those 
deep, unutterable eyes“ the poet sang. It is 
known that his sult was not at first accept- 
able to her, and that she was not entirely 
gratified at being the recognized theme 
of a romance so highly wrought. 
There certainly was some reluct- 
ant delay about the matter, as the 
romance was published in 1839, and it was 
not till July, 1843, that the second marriage 
of Mr. Longfellow took place. It was to him 
a source of the most unmingled happiness for 
many years, ending at last in a tragedy as in- 
tense and concentrated as ever poet dreamed. 
Oa July 9, 1861, bis idolized wife was burnt 
to death in his very presence, by her clothes 
taking fire, in spite of all efforts to extinguish 
the flames. The shock to Mr. Longfeliow was 
so great that for a time it seemed as if reason 
itself was in danger; and, though he came 
gradualiy backto his accustomed life and 
pursuits, he seemed thenceforward an old 
man. Let he turned again to bis work, and 
there was hardly an abatement to his activity 
until within three months of his death.

At the Seine Assizes yesterday Emile 
Floron, aged twenty-three, a weaver, was 
sentenced totwenty years’ hard labor for firing 
at a doctor at Neuilly. His original design 
was to assasinate M. Gambetta as a protest 
against middle-class ascendancy. He set out 
on foot from Rheims, last October, with a re- 
volver, and for three days prowled about 
the Palais Bourbon; but M. Gambetta not 
being visible, he resolved to shuot the first 
rich-looking man he met. He accordingly 
tired at Dr. Meymar, whom he did not know, 
but who wore a foreign decoration, and then 
attempted suicide. Happily, Dr. Meymar’s 
face was merely grazed. The evidence showed 
thatthe prisoner. had taken part instrikes, 
read Socialistic papers, had been dissmissed 
by his employers for sulleness or insubordina- 
tion, and had determined to kill one of those 
men—M. Gambetta, M. Grevy or M. Ferry, 
for instance—whom he described as fattening 
on the sweat of the masses. He justified his 
act On the ground that artisans had no other 
weapon against their oppressors. Dr. Las- 
seque pronounced him perfectly sane. On 
the sentence being delivered the prisoner ex- 
claimed, 'I quite expected it. You (the jury) 
are all bribed. Vive Revolution Sociale!“ 


Tendor-hearted King William.

MABILLR'S RIVAL. 


A Celebrated Paris Pleasure Resort to 
be Closed Forever. 
From the New York World. 


Another famous Parisian resort is doomed 
to go the way of Mabille, the Trois Freres 
Provencaux, the Cafe de Foy, Very’s, the 
Rocher de Cancale Philippe’s, Ravel’s, the 
Cafe Desmares and the Cadran Bleu. The 
Chateau - Rouge is about to disappear and be- 
come a memory like the Vendanges de 
Bourgogne and the Marrouniers, favored of 
last century’s belles and beaux, or the balls of 
the Folie de Chartres at Monceaux, of the 
Folie-Beaujou, of the Tivoli, the Chaumiere, 
the Chateau-des-Fieurs. The Chateau- 
Rouge, which stood beside one of 
the gates of the old city, was the resi- 
dence of Gabrielle d’Estree«, its simple 
atyle of architecture recalling the pavilion of 
the terrace of Saint-Germain. In 1874 it was 
the headquarters of Joseph Bonaparte and the 
Council of Defense, and they were watching 
the progress of the allied armies from a win- 
dow on the first story when Marmont's aide 
brought word that resistance was useless. 
According to Arsene Houssaye, the Petit 
Moulin Rouge took its name from a little red 
mill, a veritable child’s toy, over the door, 
while another legend makes the fame of the 
claret date from revolutionary days. Mme. 
Tallien, it is said, had her mansion over the 
way, and when a fatal thirteenth guest put in 
his appearance at dinner hour he was con- 
demned to dine at the restaurant. As the fair 
Thermidorian’s dinners were not so good as 
tbose of the cabaret, there was quite a rush 
to be thirteenth, so the Moulin Rouge came 
into vogue. For a long time, says NM. 
Houssaye, it remained a mere cabaret de 
barriere, frequented “ton the sly” by fast 
folks, until suddenly it became the fashion to 
go there, and to go there openly. Among 
the female habitues were Adele Page, whose 
story was recently toldin the World; Anna 
Deslions, Juliette Beau, Mile. Soubise (so 
christened there when she ordered a second 
cotelette Soubise) and a score of the tapa- 
geuses actresses and fashionable demi-mon- 
daines of the time. It was,a lady has written, 
a restaurant fitted like all other restaurants, 
where a solitary diner would have died of 
ennui, but wherea party determined to be 
jolly was sure of a jolly time. The balconies 
of the four stories were evea more frequented 
in the evening than the supper-rooms within, 
and in these latter the waiters made a 
speciality of diplomatic reserve, beiug re- 
nowned for their mysterious whi:pers and 
their silent and respectful goings and comings 
worthy of Oriental mutes.

The habeas corpus romance of Wm. H.

Oa account of some trouble with their 
stepmother a! left the paternai roof and 
came to neinnati, bringing Al- 
vin with them with the knowl- 
edge of the little fellow’s mother and father. 
The oldest girl took charge of the boy, but, 
both taking sick at the same time, he was sent 
to the hospital, and subsequeatiy transferred 
to the City Infirmary, Mr. Vassar, the father 
of Alvin, bad two sisters here, but he didn’t 
know their address. The elder sister went 
to Wyomiog Territory, and the father and 
mother lost all trace of their child. The 
mother became almost frantic, and spent con- 
siderable money in the search for the lost one. 
Mr. Vassar made a trip to this city to find the 
whereabouts of his sisters, but his efforts 
were unavailing. He heard that the boy 
was.in the Decatur county, Indiana, 
Infirmary, but a visit to that institu- 
tion proved the falsity of the re- 
port. Several other clews were folinwed, but 
Alvin was not discovered. On the 17th of last 
January Mr. Vassar received a letter from his 
sister Alice, in Cincinnati, in wich she stated 
that the boy was well, and in the Infirmary.
